Cassell and Relieve Hlraof $14 in 


Cash. 


A hair raising and thrilling ir.ciden 


transpired at the farm house of Mr. Hen 
ry Cassell, two miles northeast of Deca 
tur, ou Saturday evening nt about eigh 
o'clock, which seems b'ke a chapter from 
one of those dime novels that poison th 
minds of the youth'sof the land. Mr. ant 
Mrs. Cassell and the hired hand wen 
seated in the big room chatting together 
when the sound of a knock wr.s heard ai 
the front door. Wondering who the call 
er could be, Mr. Cassell went aloiie to th< 
door, opened it, and there in the moon 
light stood two strange and fierce-looking 
men, both wearing overalls and skull caps 
The taller mail's face was partly covered 
with beard and the rleshy man wore hill 
beard, btit whether or not the whiskers 
were false, Mr. Ci.ssell is unable to state 


The tall man first asked if he could ge! 


work for himself and companion. Mr. C 
said he had none at present; then the man 
asked if he could get lodging for the 
night, and while Mr. Cassell wae telling 
the couple that he could not keep them 
and that they had better go into town.the 
tall man grasped Mr. C. by the collar, and 


POINTING A PISTOL AT HIS HEAD, 


said he had come for that 8200 that he 
(Cassell) had got while in the city. Mrs. 
C«68ell, hearing the demand, rushed to the 
door screaming with fright, but her cries 
were soon quieted by the second dare 
devil, who got into the hall and pointing 


cocked pistol at the woman's head, 


warned her to keep quiet or he would blow 
ier brains out. 


The two robbers then compelled Mr. 


and Mrs. Cassell to enter the room in 
which the dumb-founded hired hand was 
standing, and while the tall robber made 
Mr. CasBelt hand out all the money he 
bad in hie pocket book (814), under threat 
of instant death, the other robber kept 
lis pistol pointed at the laborer and the 
thoroughly frightened woman. 


After the cash had been secured, they 


lassed out of the room and house back- 
ward, with pistols leveled at the heads of 
he trio, aud as they passed out of the 
'ront door, the tall man notified the in- 
mates that if either of them left the house 
within one honr, the body of that person 
would be pierced with bullets. 


The family were in a dilemma, and were 


at u loss to decide what to do; and there- 
lore they did nothing but remain indoors 
iintil their nerves became steady, when 
)11 the doers and windows were securely 
'astened and they retired. ID the mean- 
:ime the robbers scampered oft'with their 
booty. 


The officers have obtained no trace of 


.he robbers. 


THE VERDICT OF THE JURY 


At the Inquest Heid on the Body of the 


Late Will L. White. 


Earl) ou Sunday morning William L. 


White, aged about 17 years, died at the 
residence of his mother, Mrs. Hurst, on 
West Decatur street, after an illness of 
.welvedays. The death of young White 
made the holding of a coroner's inquest 
necessary, because on Sunday, March 19th 
ast, he had been struck on the back of 
lis head by half a brick thrown by a 
•oung man named Frank .Foster, who 
was ariested on March 20th on a charge 


f assault, and on pleading guilty he was 
ined 85 and costs by Justice Albert. 
Young White's injury was not considered 
langerons, ns there was no fracture of the 
ikull nor any indications of serious re- 
iiilts; but the lud, who had been in good 
lealth previous to March 10th, was taken 
11 with pneumonia, and notwithstanding 
he fact that he had the best medical at- 
ention, he died at the time above stated. 


The jury began its work at about nine 


o'clock on Sunday morning, nud about 25 
witnesses testified as to the manner of the 
issault made upon White b> Foster. The 
wo young men were standing near a new 
Building on West Decatur street on the 
!)th, nud Foster, with a lath iu hand was 
sticking it into a heap of smul and then 
hrew the sand upon a number of his 
companions, White 
receiving several 


loses. Young White expostulated, aud 
hen the difficulty commenced, which 
ended by Foster throwing the brick-bat. 
Dre. Cass. Chenoweth and A. K. Small 
estified that theyjhad examined the body 
f the deceased and that White had died 
f pneumonia, with which both lungs 
vere affected. 


The jury retired and brought in the 


ollowing veidict:

ncjuire of the death of William L. White, 
on oath do find that he came to his death 
>y natural causes at 3:45 a. m., April 2, 
882, at the residence of Levina Hurst, 
Macon county, State of Illinois.

Ben Hill's Operation for Cancer.

On tho'20th of July, Drs. Gross 


and Pancoast, of this city, performed 
an operation for the removal of the 
cancer, cutting away a portion of the 
under surface of the tongue on the 
left side. Sept. G a second operation 
was performed, when the sublingual 
gland and part of submaxillary gland 
were cut out Seven weeks ago there 
was a third operation, when the jest 
of the submaxillary and a few lym- 
phatic glands about the neck were 
cut away. The successive operations 
were necessary because some cells 
by which cancerous structure is prop- 
agated had strayed away into re- 
gions where no suspicious structure 
appeared, but afterward made them- 
selves manifest. ' The first operation 
was merely a precaution, the glands 
cnt out . being slightly 
indurated. 


The patient did not suffer from the 
effects of the knife, and Dr. Gross 
received a letter frpm Senator Hill 
last week saying that the, .wound was 
healing rapidly: When tile senator 
left the hospital four weeks ago, Dr. 
Gross considered him cured, only 
the wound made by the knife.having 
to' heal . The cancerous structure 
can not have beceme malignant so 
suddenly, and even if it should, Sen- 
atjor Hill -would have in all probabil- 
ity several yeter^ of life before him.

Judgrc Lacey's Decision. 


A telegram from Clinton, under date of 


March 28th, reads as follows: " Hon. 
Lyman Lacey, Jtidge of the Circuit Court 
of DeWitt county, and one of the Appel- 
late Judges of Illinois, rendered an opin- 
ion to-day that is of great interest to'{he1 


people of this State. It was in reference 
to the importation of whisky by individu- 
als or others for their own use. .The 
Judge held that it was contrary to the 
Constitution for any city or town to, go 
legislate as to piohibit it from being 
brought into a town for said purposes 
above named. The city had an ordinance 
wherein they prohibited any person from 
bringing it into the city for any purpose 
without a permit. To test the question, 
Henry Rollins, a colored man who was 
arrested on that charge, brought suit 
against the city marshal for $5,000 dama- 
ges. The decision is not satisfactory to 
the temperance people.''

Ex-Oor. Osrtesby Has No Intention of 


Leaving- Decatur. 


Ftum Filday't Daily. 


On yesterday the fine residence property 


on the southwest corner of West AVilh'am 
and Edward streets, owned by ex-Goy. 
Ogleaby, was sold by him to Mr. J. 
Edward Bering, a member of the manufac- 
turing firm of Chambers, Bering It Qnin- 
tin, and thin forenoon the deeds of trans- 
fer were filed for record in the recorder's 
office. The consideration was 316,500. 


The purchase includes the large two- 


•tory frame dwelling and the north half 
of the block, which has a frontage on 
William street of 240 feet, and a frontage 
on Edward street of 120 feet. The dwel- 
ling was built during the summer of 1875 
and spring of 187C, by V. C. Shockley, 
according to plans drawn by Mrs. Oglesby. 
It embraces about 15 large rooms, on the 
first and second floors, besides numerous 
smaller ones, imd is expensively and ele- 
gantly finished up on the interior. It ie, 
in brief, one of the most solid-looking and 
desirable homesteads in Decatur, and the 
purchaser, who will be given possession 
ou May 1st, has secured a bargain in pay- 
ing $16,500 for a property which has 
been estimated by good judges to be 
worth not less than $20,000. 


This is ihe only home the Governor 


has e\er owned during his long sojourn 
in D«catur. 
He has made that corner 


his home for a period of 24 years, nnd'the 
sale, naturally'enough, makes'the Gov- 
ernor feel sad. As a pj rt of the consider- 
ation, Mr. Bering transferred the owner- 
ship of the old AVingate property, on tho 
northeast comer of AVest AVilliam and 
Monroe streets, which vacant lots have'a 
frontage on William street of 159 feet, 
and are 190 feet deep, to Mr. Oglesby, and 
he is now the owner of the same.

representative this forenoon, and from 
him we learu that he has sold bis 
property, with no intention, however, 
of leaving Decatur.

DEATH OF GEN. HUKLBUT. 


Tbe telegraph brings news con 


tinning the report of the death o 
Gen. Stephen A. Hnrlbut, which oc 
cnrred at Lima, Pern, on the 28th o 
March. 
No particulars are given 


except that he died suddenly of heai 
disease. 


Gen. Hnrlbut has been for man 


years a prominent figure in Illinoi 
and national politics, and had manj 
personal friends in all parts of th 
country. Ho waa born at Charleston 
S. C., November 29, 3815; was ad 
rnitted to tbe bar in J837; subse 
qnently removed to Illinois, settling 
at Belvidere, which has since been 
Lis place of residence; was electee 
as a Whig to the Constitutional Con 
vention of 1847; was a presidentia 
elector on the "Whig ticket in 1848 
served in the legislature in 1859, 
1801 and 1867; wns presidentia! 
elector at largo on tlie Republican 
ticket in 180S; was appointed briga- 
dier general of volunteers in May 
1801; commanded tlie fourth divi- 
sion at the battle of Pittsburg Land- 
ing in 18f)'2; was assigned to the 
command of the sixteenth army corps 
and to the command of the Gulf in 
1864-'65; was mustered out in July, 
1805; was minister resident to the 
United States of Columbia from 
18(!y to 1872; was elected to con- 
gress as a Republican from the 
fourth Illinois district in 1873, and 
re-elected in 1875; was an independ 
ent candidate against Judge Lathrop 
in 1878, and was defeated; was act- 
ive iu furthering the presidential 
prospects of Jnrm-s G. Elaine in the 
northwest in the canvass for the 
nomination in 1.880; and was ap- 
pointed by President Garfish! ns 
minister to Pern. 


He was. at tho time of Us death, 


on the eve of starting for Washing- 
ton for tho purpose of making his 
statement in connection with the 
investigation of the Peruvian claims 
matter.

actually redeemed was nearly $142,- 
000,000; the aggregate reduction of 
the total indebtedness of all classes 
was $125,000,000, and tbe reduction 
of the total debt—less cash in the 
treasury—was over $147,000,000. So 
far as the reduction of the debt is 
concerned, the cm-rent fiscal year 
bids fair to be the most notable year 
in the financial history of the gov- 
ernment. 
During the first three- 


quarters just ended nearly $119,- 
000,000 of bonds have been re- 
deemed, canceled, and destroyed. If 
this rate of redemption should be 
continued 
during 
the remaining 


quarter, the total redemption for the 
fiscal year will amount to over $158,- 
000,000. 
The reduction of the debt 


less cash in the treasury during the 
nine months has been over $114,- 
000,000, or at the rate of $152,000,- 
000 for the year. 
The outstanding 


principal of the debt lias been re- 
duced by over $103,000,000, or at 
the rate of $137,000,000 for the year. 
The largest previous annual reduc- 
tion of the principal took place dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1871, when 'it 
amounted to $120,000,000.

THE NBW MONET ORDER SYSTEM. 


How Cft»h May be Brat by Repress *t 


Cheap Rat«6. 


Parties who have occasion to send 


small amounta.. of .mouey to different 
places will be interested in the rate* es- 
tablished by the American Express Com- 
panies throughout the country. The De- 
catur agent, Mr. A. M. Werner, has re- 
ceived his instructions and the necessary 
blanks, and is ready for business. 


THE RATES. 


Under the new^eystem the charges on 


money are 5 cents for arnonuts of $5 and 
under down to 81.00, nnd 8 cents tor Bums 
more than 85 and not exceeding $10. The 
public can readily see from these figures 
that the highest rate is 2 cents less than 
that charged by the post office for sums 
of S10 nnd less. 


The company limits the time during 


which payment will be made on presenta- 
tion of the order to three mouths from 
the date of its issue, but simple provision 
is innde for the recovery of the money in 
case this requirement is not complied 
with. In event of the loss of tho mouey 
order, the company makes provision for 
the refunding of moneys. 


The agents of the company are now all 


supplied with the money orders hound iu 
small books, each containing five, fifteen, 
twenty-five or fifty orders. Each order 
can be issued for the maximum amount, 
810, or for 5 cent fractional amounts 
down to SI, by the use of an ingenious 
form of coupon, attached to each other. 
Orders ore issued payable on presentation, 
or cnly according to advice of the remit- 
ter, or to the order of n certain person in 
the election of the remitter. When the 
money is sent payable per udvice of the 
remitter, advice cards for mailing with 
the order are furnished the remitter 
without additional charge. The company- 
will, in order to accommodate parties fre- 
quently sending small sums of money to 
distant places, sell books directly to them 
so that orders may be filled out by them 
at any time and transmitted without vis- 
iting the company's office. 


The new system costs less than the 


post office money order system, and 
money can be sent to all parts of the 
country from the hour of opening the 
express office in the morning to the time 
of closing their business in the evening, 
while post office money orders can only 
l)e obtained l>etweon the hours of 9 and 3.

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GOT HIS DUES. 


Killing of Jesse James, 
the Outlaw. 


A Good Riddance, even if it was 


Murder, 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 3.--The 


city has never in its hibtory been so 
thoroughly and intensely shaken with 
excitement as to-day. 
The streets 


<ire thronged with wild and excited 
men, 
who aie rubbing about, for 


what they do not know, nor can they 
Ml. 
About 8 o'clock this morning a 


man who has parsed here as Charles 
Johnson drew a murderous Colt's 
forty-onQ-calibre revolver, and, aim- 
ing at a man who has resided in the 
honth pait of the city since Novem- 
ber and gone under the name of 
Howard, from the lear, tired. The 
ball entered the bark o! Howard's 
head, and lie fell to the floor a corpse, 
the blood oozing fro/u the wound m 
a perfect stream. Howard never 
spoke n word, but expired almost in- 
stantly As soon as the deed of blood 
had been committed, the man John- 
son, and his brotiier. Robert Johnson, 
walked deliberately out. their mur- 
derous weapons in hand, and up to 
lie marshal's office, where they gave 
themselves up to the authorities, and 
were kept in the marshal's private 
om'ce under the eyes of n strong 
guard of police until the middle of 
the afternoon, when they were lodged 
in jail. 
As there was much mystery 


and considerable speculation in this 
affair, it will be necessary to give the 
stories of the wife of the murdered 
man and the two men who did the 
shooting. 
The wife, who is a neai, 


lather slender, delicate woman, of a 
decidedly feminine and weakly ap- 
pearance, save they came here from 
Baltimore last November. 
At rhst 


she refused to say anything about 
the shooting, but after some time 
she said the boys who bad killed her 
husband had been living with them, ' 
iind their name was Johnson, but no 
lelation. 
Charles, she said, was her 


nephew, but she had never seen Rob- 
ert until he came here with her hus- 
band a few weeks ago. 
Robert was 


an old fiiend of her husband, and 
when he mot him upon the street he 
invited him to come and see them 
He came home with them that night, 
and had remained ever since When 
asked what her husband's name was, 
she said it was Howard, and that 
they had resided here about six 
months. 


"Where wns your home prior to 


moving here, Mrs. Howard^" asked 
your conespondent. 
-*• 


•'We came from Baltimore here, 


and intended to rent a farm and 
move to the country, but have been 
so far unsuccessful." 


"Had your husband and the two 


Johnson boys ever had any diffi- 
culty ?" 


"Never. 
They ha\e always been 


on friendly terms." 


"Why, then, did they do the deed f" 
"That is more than I can tell, the 


rascals," and at this she began to 
cry and ask God to protect her. 


"Where were you when the shoot- 


ing was done?'' 


"I was in the kitchen, and Char- 


Ivy had been helping me all the 
morning with my work. He enteied 
the first room and in about three 
minutes I heard the report of n pis- 
tol, and upon opening the door I dis- 
coveied my husband lying in his 
blood upon the rloor. 
I lan to the 


fiont door. Then Chailey was get- 
ting over tht> fence, but Rolieit vtns 
Htandiug in the front yard with a pis- 
tol in his right hand. 
I said, 'Oh. 


\on have killed linn.' and he answer- 
ed. 'No. v»e did not kill him.' and 
turning around walked 
into the 


kitchen, and then left with Chailes. 
who was waiting for him outside the 
fence. 


At this junctme the two Johnson 


bo\s made then appeniance. nnd 
gave them=el\T.s up to the officei, 
tellin" him tho man they had killed 
w;is Jebtp James, and now they 
chum the lewaul. 
Those who were 


standing neai by diew their breaths 
in silence at tho thought of being 
nem Jesse James oven if he was dead. 


Marshal Cinig said '-My God. do 


yon mean to tell «s that this is Jesse 
James-' 
"Yes." answered the two 


boys in one bieatli. "that man is 
Jesse Jnuies, nnd we ha\e killed him 
nnd don't dem it 
We fee] proud 


that we have killed a man who is 
known all over the world as the most 
notorious desperado that has ever 
lived." 


L pon the person of the dead man 


a watch, said to be the one taken 
from Gov. Crittenden, a diamond 
ring with the words "Jesse James," 
and a valuable ladj's pin, taken from 
a lady in Kentucky, weie found, and 
are now m the hands of the officers. 


The woman at the inquest admit- 


ted that it was Jesse James. She 
baid it was useless to longer conceal 
the fact and she had as well tell the 
world. She took the matter in a cool 
and philosophical manner and ex 
pressed little surprise, though much 
grief, and said it was no more than 


she expected, as she had lived fo; 
years in daily and hourly fear o: 
such a tragic ending. 


The corpse was taken to the conri 


house and placed under a heavy 
gnard, and during the day and even 
ing many hundreds of bur citizens 
called to look upon him who ha 
been the terror of the West and South 
for ] 5 or 20 years. The dead man 
is. beyond question, Jesse James.— 
Many of our people were soldiers 
with him, and otheis knew him per- 
sonally, and while many doubts exist 
as to the identity of the man on the 
ground that he has been killed so 
often, nearly all are persuaded to 
believe that 'the highwayman has at 
last got his portion. 
He did not die 


with his boots on either, as he was 
in his stocking feet at the time. The 
house was searched, and not less 
than a dozen deadly and improved 
revolvers, two or three rifles, half a 
dozen dirks, a bundle of ammunition 
and many other instruments of war 
were found. 
The armory of the 


house contained a half dozen wagon 
loads of munitions of war. 


The dead man answers the descrip- 


tion of the outlaw most precisely, and 
all the surroundings support the 
statement that it is he. The house 
where the deed was committed is a 
little one-story white house of seven 
rooms, located on the brow of a hill, 
where a good-view is had. and where 
a tine defense could be made if nec- 
essary. 
The murdered man had two 


fine horses, but rarely used them 
since his residence in the city, and 
has kept remarkably close at home, 
the wife doing most of the shopping, 
and as neighbors were few, they lived 
to themselves so much so that the 
fact is remarked now. They had two 
children, a little boy of -i and a girl 
of 7, both bright and intelligent chil- 
dren. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April #--To- 


night Dick Little, one of the outlaws 
who is now in the hands of the law, 
with headquarters at the Kansas 
City jail, was brought here on a spe- 
cial car and taken to where Jesse 
was laid o\it. 
Dick recognized his 


old comrade at once, and said. "Yes, 
it's Jesse; I'd know him in a tan 
yard,'' and he cited a half dozen 
marks and featuies, 
which were 


found to be correct. 
There can be 


no possible doubt now, and if Dick 
don't know him no one does.
